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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The new claims materialy change the claimed invention in that porosity and depth of the implant are no longer 
cited. As such, the invention has been broadened. Further, the added limitation of "corrbdible by physiologically subcutaneous fluids" 
appears to be new matter as well as a newly claimed characteristic of the implant which would require further consideration and search. 
These claims also do not appear to overcome the prior art since they do not appear to differentiate from the proous silicon implants of the 
references. Intended use does not differientiate an implant composition in that site of implantation or method of use do not distinguish the 
implant compositions. 
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
